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THE AKERS FAMILY 


The surname AKERS is probably of English origin. The 
early emigrants to America by that name were of British an- 
cestry. The name was probably derived from Old English, 
aker, or Middle English, aecer, meaning an acre field. If this 
is true, it probably was taken because farming was the occu- 
pation of the first bearer of the name. 

The use of hereditary surnames in England was begun 
about the year 1000. Many surnames were introduced from 
Normandy, however, there are records of Saxon surnames prior 
to the Norman Conquest. The Domesday, or Doomsday, Book, 
1086, a census record of England, showed surnames to be in 
use at that time. By the end of the twelfth century the use of 
surnames had become common in England. But it was not un- 
til after Edward V became king, 1483, that a law was enacted 
to compel the adoption of surnames: “They shall take unto 
them a Surname, either of some Town, or some Colour, as 
Blacke or Brown, or some Art or Science, as Smyth or Car- 
penter, or some Office, as Cooke or Butler.” 

The primary purpose of this genealogy of the Akers fam- 
ily is to trace the descendants of William and Polly (Black- 
burn) Akers through their son, John Akers and his wife, Sarah — 
(Brown). The information which is included in the Akers 
Family as numbers 1 through 20 is given only that it may be 
of some use to someone, and we do not make any positive claim 
that it is connected with our early ancestors. This is left for 
those who desire to make a more thorough research into the 
subject. 

The coat of arms of the ancient English family Akers is as 
follows: 

ArMs—Gules, three escallops, or. 

Crest—An arm, vested, bendy, azure and or, 
holding a pennon, bendy, of the same and or, charged 
with a Sarcen’s head proper, between eight crosses- 
crosslet, counterchanged. 

Morro—Je vive en esperance.  (Burke’s-—His- 
tory of the Landed Gentry—of England, Scotland, and 
Ireland, for 1852)

Wilham Akers settled in West Jersey before 1698. It was 
at this time that he and others were granted 100 acres of land 
by the West Jersey Company for a church, cemetery, and 
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schoolhouse in Maiden township, above the falls of the Dela-

3. SIMON AKERS 

Snnon Akers, who m. in Edgemont ‘Township, Chester 
County, Pa., is believed to be the one who was living in the 
Roanoke Settlement, Va. in 1742. [lis wife’s name was Mary. 
The land in this area of Virginia was widely advertised in 
Chester and Lancaster Counties, Pa. and many settlers went 
from these Pennsylvania counties. It is believed that he moved 
from Chester County, Pa., about 1740. 

He and his son, William, were listed as members of Com- 
pany 8, Augusta County, Virginia Militia im 1742 with George 
Robinson as Captain. 

Ifis homestead was 240 acres of land in the fork of Tinker 
Creek and Roanoke River. This is near and east of the present 
town of Roanoke, Virginia. Although he lived and reared his 
family on this land, the grant was not recorded until after his 
death. The land grant records show this: March 10, 1756, 5i- 
mon Akers, 240 acres in fork of Tinker Creek and Goose 
Creek (Roanoke River). 

Simon Akers and George Robinson were executors in the 
will of Daniel Monohan, who lived across Tinker Creek from 
Akers. When Daniel Monohan died, he left an only child, 
Mary Monohan, born December 8, 1742. He left his property 
for the maintenance and education of his child. She was cared 
for one year by Simon Akers for which he received from the 
estate + pounds, 7 shillings, 6 pence on June 18, 1744. Will 
Book No. 1 shows sale bill of Daniel Monohan’s estate, Dec. 
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13, 1744. Purchasers, viz: William Akers to a hat, 1 shilling, 
1 pence; Mary Akers to flax, 5 shillings; 6 pence; Mary Akers, 
to yarn, + shillings, 2 pence; Simon Akers, to a Rugg & blankett, 
10 shillings, 10 pence; Simon Akers, to a piece of Flanen, 3 
shillings, 9 pence; and others. 

In 1745 the Court at Orange named Simon Akers as Con- 
stable in Capt. George Robinson’s Company, and also, ordered 
George Robinson and Simon Akers to view a road across the 
mountains. He was appointed road overseer, May 12, 1746, in 
Augusta County, Va. 

Simon Akers died in early part of 1749. The record of his 
will is found in Will Book No. 1 as follows: March 9, 1748. 
Simon Akers’ will—Wife, Mary Akers; sons, William and Thom- 
as, and their younger brother and sister, Uriah Akers and Ruth 
Akers. Executors, wife, Mary, and son, William. Teste: Wm. 
Armstrong, Susanna Armstrong, Nicholas Haile. Presented, 
May 17, 1749 by Mary and William Akers. Proved by Wm. 
und Susanna Armstrong, and lie for further proof. On the next 
page: May 17, 1749—Mary and William Akers’ bond as above 
with surety John Mills. Then later the following: Dec. 7, 
1749, Simon Akers’ appraisement by Erwin Patterson, John 
Mason, and Joseph Robinson. He had horses, cattle, carpenter 
tools, and other things to the amount of 59 pounds, 19 shil- 
lines, 6 pence at the time of his death.

6. WILLIAM AKERS 


William Akers, b. 1730, d. 1810, son of Simon and Mary 
Akers, m. Elizabeth Martye (or Marte) of Pennsylvania 
Dutch extraction and whose parents probably came from Ger- 
many, He was in Augusta County, Va., in January 1750 when 
he made appraisement of Wm. Alexander’s estate. In 1755, 
Wm. Akers was reported by Sheriff of Augusta County to be 
in Bedford County, Va. He was in that part of Bedford Coun- 
ty which became Campbell County in 1782. On Sept. 27, 1782, 
William Akers of Campbell County made bill of sale to James 
Mason of Botetourt County, Va. | 

William Akers furnished supplies to the Continental Army 
during the Revolutionary War for which he received certifi- 
cate for payment by the County Court of Campbell County, 
Va., Mar. 7, 1782 and April 4, 1783. 

The Simon Akers land in the fork of Tinker Creek and 
the Roanoke River was sold to Nathaniel Evans in 1773 by 
Wilham Akers and Elizabeth, his wife, of Bedford, and Thomas 
Akers and Mary, his wife, of Botetourt for 225 pounds. 

He is buried im the second burial ground of Old Concord 
Presbyterian Church.

21. WILLIAM AKERS 

William Akers of Franklin County, Virginia, d. 1833, m 
Polly Blackburn. According to the U.S. Census of 1830 he was 
age 90-100 and his wife 80-90 years. This shows that he was 
born during the 1730s. It is possible that he was the son of 
Robert Akers (No. 4) of New Jersey and went to Buckingham 
County, Va., where he resided before going to Franklin Coun- 
ty, Va. We have no proof of this and we only give it as an 
indicated possibility so that it may be used as a clue by some 
interested genealogist in the future. 

According to a report from Mrs. Henry B. Brackin, Nash- 
ville, Tennessee, William Akers and William Blackburn owned 
adjoining land on the north branch of Willis River in Bucking- 
ham County, Va., as shown by a survey of Oct. 8, 1751. Tax- 
payers lists indicate that he lived in Buckingham County, Va. 
(See APPENDIX). 

Mrs. Brackin has furnished us with copies of two land 
deeds and a will. One deed shows that on January 30, 1788, 
William Akers bought from William Rentfro and wife, Cloe, 
for “the sum of two hundred pounds current money of Vir- 
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einia” — “one certain tract or parcel of land situated, lying 
and being in the County of Franklin on both sides of the north 
fork of Blackwater containing one hundred and ninety- -nine 
acres be the same more or less.” The other deed is for 220 
acres of land which William Akers sold to his son, Blackburn 
Akers, on July 4, 1813, for one thousand dollars. This 220 
acres of land was located where Lazy Run flows into Black- 
water River. 

Some historians have thought that William Akers of 
Franklin County, Va., was the son of William Akers of Camp- 
bell County, Va. But this is disproved by a copy of the will of 
William Akers of Campbell County, Va., dated March 17, 
1810, which reads in part as follows: “My son Wilham Akers 
being dead and he having during his life received his full pro- 
portion of my estate I think it fit to leave to each of the chil- 
dren of said William the sum of One Dollar only.” Wilham 
Akers of Franklin County was still living m the U.S. Census 
of 1830 

A. EB. Akers in his book, THE AKERS FAMILY OF 
FRANKLIN COUNTY, VIRGINIA, says of William Akers, 
“He served in the Revolutionary War—a Sergt. in Captain 
Andrew Russell's Company of the Fifth Regiment, Virginia 
Continental Line. Commanded by Colonel Charles Scott—Sup- 
plementary List of Revolutionary Soldiers page 13 by the Vir- 
gina State Library, Richmond (5 V.R.) WD. 114, 1.” 

“He settled in that part of Bedford which in 1786. be- 
came Franklin County, Va., where on February 1, 1780 he 
patented 400 acres on Lazy Run of Blackwater. 

“The records show that he bought and sold Jand making 
many transactions. The Franklin County, Va., land tax rec- 
ords found in the Archives of the VSL show that he was a 
moderately extensive land holder, owning several tracts totaling 
at the peak more than 2600 acres. 

“In 1815, thirty-three years after he patented the 400 
acres, he listed more than 1400 acres. This list continued until 
1826 when he listed 1053 acres. The same land by description 
and acreage was listed to him until 1833, while in 1834 it was 
listed to William Akers, deed.

he records further show that he was a member of the 
Pigg River Primitive Baptist Church which was organized in 
773. The minutes of this church from 1796 to 1953 are found 
in the hands of his great, great grandson, S. Grover Akers, 
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asst. clerk, Route 4, Rocky Mount, Va. On examination of . 
Volume one, 1796-1896, we find that in 1800, 1803, and 1804 
he was appointed a delegate to the Association. 

“"Phe church meeting held on the fourth Saturday in Oc- 
tober 1825 ordered that John Jones and David Young go and 
labor with Brother William Akers for acting out of line of the 
Gospel in warranting Brother Woodson, member of Black- 
water Church, and cite him to the church to give account for 
such conduct. 

“*At the November 1825 meeting, Brother William Akers 
came forward to the church and acknowledged himself in 
error by warranting Brother Woodson, member of the Black- 
water church, contrary to the direction of the Gospel and con- 
sented the matter in controversy be laid before the church of 
Pigg River and their verdict, by consent of Brother Woodson, 
should be a final settlement of the case. 

‘At a church meeting held on the fourth Saturday in July 
1827, Brethren James Welsh and John Jones were directed to 
cite Brother William Akers to the September meeting to answer 
to a complaint for gomg to hear excommunicated Baptist and 
inviting them to his home to preach, At the September meet- 
ing Brother William Akers attended and gave the church 
satisfaction,’ 

“We beheve that he built and lived in a large two-story 
house which set on a hill about one hundred yards from Lazy 
Run on the north bank of the stream about one-half mile west 
from the point where Lazy Run flows into Blackwater River ” 

He was Road Supervisor for Blackwater District in 1789 
and in 1799. 

In his book, An Old Virginia Court, Marshall Winefteld 
elves the following information on William Akers’ participa- 
tion in the courts of Franklin County, Va 

“Mar. 1786, A deed from Wm. Akers to Jacob Wemmer. 
Ack. and O. R. 

“May 1787. William Akers, juror in case of Hook vs. 
Wood. William Akers is allowed 10 days attendance for Wm. 
Miller vs. Wim. Kelly. 

“August court 1787. Willis vs. Miller. On a Replevy Mil- 
ler vs W illis (Action) Referred to Daniel Spangler, Wm. Akers, 
Robert Jones and Moses Rentfro and their award to be the 
Judgment of this Court. 

"Reb, court 1788. Callaway & Co. vs Blain & Rentfro, 
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William Akers, a garnishee sworn sayeth he owes the Defend- 
ant the amount of the Plaintiff’s clam. Thomas Doggitt vs 
Wm. Rentfro Atta. on hearing Judg. for 5 pounds, 4 shillings 
and William Akers, a garnishee being sworn, saith he owes the 
Def. a Sufficiency to satisfy the Ptf. Demand. & O. C. & Costs. 
William Akers is allowed 8 days attendance as a witness for 
Commonwealth vs. Toney. William Akers as Juror in these 
cases: Stokes vs Goggins; Black vs Swanson; and John Hale 
vs John Craighead. William Akers is allowed 9 days attendance 
as a witness for Ste. Wood vs Hook. 

“July Court 1788. Handcock vs William Rentfro, William 
Akers a garnishee being sworn saith he hath Sufficient in his 
hands to satisfy the Plfs. Demands for 35/6 payable the 25th 
day of Dec. 1787 & Order of condemnation & Judgt. for the 
same & costs. 

“William Akers is allowed 2 days pay, August Court 1788; 
3 days November Court 1788; and 2 days March Court 1789 
for attendance as a witness for Commonwealth vs Toney. 

“Sept. Court 1786. Judgment granted Francis Thorp vs 
Jacob Blackburn & Jacob Wemmer.” 

From Virginia Magazine of History and Biography, Vol. [, 
pages 94-95 we quote the following: “An old manuscript vol- 
ume of about 100 folio pages, bound in parchment, is in the 
possession of Miss Lucy Scranton of Madison, Conn., formerly 
the parish of Kast Guilford. Its original owner was the Rev. 
Archibald Cummings, first commissary of the Bishop of London 
for Pennsylvania. It contains his commission from Bishop Gib- 
son (in Latin), dated Dec. 31, 1728, with other ecclesiastical 
records, the latest bearing date October 7, 1730. Portions of 
three leaves only were used in this way. Many years afterwards 
the volume, having somehow found its way to Norfolk, served 
for a short time as the orderly-book of a company in the Fifth 
Virginia regiment at the beginning of the Revolutionary War. 
It seems to have moved northward with the regiment, perhaps 
crossing the Delaware with Washington, and at all events 
reaching New Jersey. ‘wo leaves (apart from some scribbling 
on the first page) contain all that relates to this portion of its 
history. 

An entry on the second page, dated Newark, March 8, 
1777, states that on that day the volume was taken, as his own 
property, by Sergeant Abraham Scranton, of East Guilford, 
Connecticut. 
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The portion of the contents which is of most interest to_ 
Virginians is found on the ninth, tenth and eleventh pages. At 
the top of the ninth page is the word ‘Chester,’ with date to be 
given below. Then comes the following, in four lines of large, 
plain script, inclosed in rude scroll work: ‘Minor Smith His 
Orderly Book October the 26, 1776.’ Outside the scroll-work, 
on the left, in three lines, we have a series of capital letters: 
‘No. A RL MS WxS? On the right in four lines: “Andrew Rus- 
sell Capt. in the fifth Virginia Regiment From Loudoun Coun- 
ty Virginia.’ The rest of this page, with part of the tenth, is 
filled with a jist of names, presumably those of non-commis- 
sionel officers and privates, and perhaps musicians.” The list 
contains:- Wilham Acker (2nd name); Thomas Brown (32nd 
naune); Wm. Blackburn (last & 55th name).

In Sept. 1863 he was 
paroled and sent to Petersburg, Va. He went from there to 
Atlanta, Ga., and stayed with his kinsfolk for a few months. In 
Feb. 1864 he was exchanged and then he went back to Gen- 
eral Lee’s army and stayed until the end of the war. 

Returning from the war he taught school for two years in 
Tishomingo County, Mississippi, and then went to Craighead 
County, Ark. After the death of his father, he carried his step- 
mother and her children to Tishomingo County, Miss. In 1870 
he bought a farm of 160 acres of land fifteen miles east of 
Booneville, Miss., where he lived as a farmer and school teacher. 
He, his wife and all his children are buried in Mackeys Creek 
Church Cemetery. He was a member of New Hope Primitive 
Baptist Church.

Jackson Monroe Akers retired about 1900 and spent much 
of his time in writing on various subjects. He wrote for local 
newspapers as well as for the paper of the Primitive Baptist 
Church. Because of his articles in the church paper he was 
sometimes mistaken for a minister. He delighted in writing 
poetry for his friends. Also, he was ever ready with advice for 
the betterment of human relations. He wrote because he en- 
joyed it and hoped that his writings might please and benefit 
someone. He was very considerate, thoughtful, and tolerant of 
people.

Look, listen, and learn 
wherever you go or tarry; something is always transpiring to 
reward your attention. Let your eyes and ears always be open 
and you will often observe, in the slightest incident, material 
of advantage and means of personal improvement. 

In nothing is childhood more strongly distinguished from 
manhood than in this: the child has no purpose or plan of life; 
no will by which his energies are directed. He lives in a great 
measure to enjoy the passing scenes and to find his happiness 
in those agreeable things which from hour to hour come to 
him by chance. 

If a child’s life is governed by a plan or purpose, it is the 
plan of another and not his own. He follows the footprints of 
those who come before him. The footprints of predecessors are 
the keys which unlock the avenues leading into the broad fields 
of religious thought, moral rectitude, and intellectual research. 

Each succeeding generation penetrates farther and farther 
into the unexplored regions of knowledge. Man comes into the

world with an untutored mind, susceptible of receiving impres- 
sions, with a tendency to conform to surrounding circumstances 
and influences. He is placed, as it were, behind a transparent 
screen, through which he looks for a rule of thought and ac- 
tion. Every precept or example which passes before the screen 
leaves its impression upon the mind, which—in a measure—be- 
comes the thoughts and actions of the man in afteryears; the 
more vivid the impression, the more lasting the influence. 


All men are unconsciously making footprints to be, more 
or less, emulated by those with whom they associate. In the 
great mixing and mingling of social intercourse, all these con- 
flicting footprints are brought to bear upon each and every 
person. Knowing these things we should examine ourselves to 
see what kind and whose footprints we are following. When 
we have arrived at a conclusion as to what we are following, we 
shall be able to determine the kind of influence we are making, 
for like begets like. 

So then, if we follow evil persuasions, we impart evil to those 
who are influenced by our course of conduct. It is what man 
was that lives and acts after him. The sphere in which he acts 
may have been small, or it may have been great. It may have 
been his fireside, a village, or a kingdom; but yet he acts, and 
that forever, for a man cannot be a blank in this world. He may 
be a blot, radiating his dark influence outward to the circum- 
ference of society, or he may be a blessing, sowing good 
wherever he goes. 


The body rests in the grave, but the footprints remain here 
and distribute themselves as a benediction or a curse among 
the families of mankind. The sun sets beyond the western hills, 
but the rays of light it leaves behind guides the pilgrim to his 
distant home. The babe that perished on the bosom of its 
mother, like a flower that bowed its head and dropped amid 
the death frosts of time—that babe—not only in its image but 
in its influence, still lives and speaks in the chambers of that 
mother’s heart. 


The friend with whom we took sweet counsel is removed 
visibly from the outward eye, but the lessons that he taught, 
the grand sentiments he uttered, and the holy deeds of gen- 
erosity by which he was characterized—all linger with us, and 
the moral lineaments and likeness of the man still lives; and 
being dead, he yet speaketh eloquently to us. 
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Mohammed’s footprints still exert power and influence in 
the East. Martin Luther’s footprints are marked on every 
church in Christendom. Shakespeare, Byron, and Milton live 
in their influence for good or for evil. But the most beautiful, 
grand, and ennobling footprints ever made manifest to man 
are those of the great Messiah, Jesus Christ, who tor the eleva- 
tion of man left the golden walks of Heaven and sojourned on 
earth, that soul-renewing knowledge might be diffused among 
men. These sublime rules and patterns of moral suasion in- 
fluence every nation, kindred, tongue, and people wherever 
profusely expounded. There is not a nation that observes these 
noble precepts and examples which is not in a fair state of 
civilization, while those who disregard them grope in darkness. 

Then how important that we regulate our plan of con- 
duct in conformity with these exalted footprints of the heaven- 
ly messenger. Let us not bend before the sneers of the arro- 
gant and sacrilegious but move steadily onward with inde- 
pendence of thought and action, ever following the footprints 
of right. Then, when we have quit the walks of life, our foot- 
- prints may glow with genial influence, which may direct the 
wayward feet of those who have been swept from the high 
plane of moral rectitude by the boisterous waves of depravity.

Horrid contemplation! Hideous muse! Terrible considera- 
tion! Depressing thought! Deep sorrow hung in doleful drapery 
and crushing coils around me, pity and condolence rolled in 
melancholy waves before my vision, and sympathy and com- 
miseration pervaded my soul when I read the account in the 
columns of The Eagle of that awe-imspiring, heart-rending, 
and lamentable event which transpired near Vinemont, Ala- 
bama, when the three-year-old daughter of Mr. and Mrs. Riley 
{ason wandered off and was all alone and lost in the woods 
for twelve days. O, who can trace this innocent, unprotected, 
and helpless little child through twelve long, lonely days and 
dark nights, wandering aimlessly about in forlorn wretched- 
ness without shuddering with violent emotions of compassion 
and mercy? 

QO, think for « moment on her woebegone, solitary, and 
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frightful condition when it dawned on her confiding mind that 
she could not find her playmates and that she was alone and 
lost in the woods, and the wild scenery began to present a weird 
and ghostly appearance in the twilight. But, O, yet when dark- 
ness began to spread its lurid mantle over the scene, the black- 
ness of darkness closed im around her, and the piercing and 
bewailing calls for mama and papa broke forth in distressing 
strains and floated away on the stillness of the night with no 
answer but the mocking echo from the ghost-like trees—it 
was then that horror struck and almost stilled her trembling 
heart. And when she, crouching down among the shrubbery and 
giving vent to the fitful and forlorn cry of fright and helpless- 
ness, had cried bitter distress to the full cup, the cries grew 
weaker and weaker, dying away into sobs and sighs until 
sweet agd blessed sleep intervened and she glided gently into 
the land of oblivion to enjoy the delusive dreams of the sweet 
association of mama and papa, and brothers and sisters. 
The chilling rain, violent electrical display, and tempestu- 
ous disturbances that prevailed almost daily added horrible 
terrors, agonizing fright, and dreadful discomfort to the miser- 
able and languishing little sufferer. Lightnings flashed, thun- 
ders rolled, and the roaring tempest howled and raged around 
her with torrents of pitiless beating upon her defenseless head 
and thinly-clad body as she nestled among the bushes, shiver- 
ing with cold and quivermg with fear, looking wistfully and 
wildly about for a helping hand. But, alas, she looked in vain 
for there was none to offer a friendly hand. And in her forlorn 
wretchedness and torturing despair, she was an easy prey for 
the ravenous insects that annoyed, terrified, and sucked away 
her lifeblood. And with hunger gnawing at her vitals, her ten- 
der flesh lacerated, torn, and bleeding by thorns and thistles, 
her little limbs aching with fatigue and benumbed by chilling, 
and her whole body irritated and smarting with the poisonous 
bite and stings of voracious insects, she became dazed, be- 
wildered, and perplexed and walked and stood about, as it 
were, in the torturing dungeon of misery and woe in the very 
jaws, throes, and horrible pit of indescribable wretchedness. 
In this most pitiable, miserable, and languishing condition, the 
frail little form was fast yielding to the destructive influence 
of hunger, emaciation, and languishment and was sinking down 
under the crushing burden of bodily pain, grief, and exposure 
when picked up by her grief-stricken father. And while it is 
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hoping against hope, yet I do hope to learn that she has sur- 
vived, overcome, and recovered from the awful experience 
through which she has passed.

OLDEST CITIZEN PASSES AWAY 


In the death of Jackson M. Akers last Saturday, Prentiss 
County lost its oldest citizen. He had been sick only a few 
days with pneumonia. He had been in declining health for sev- 
eral years and had been able to get about but little. 

Mr. Akers was born in Georgia on July 4th, 1837, and was 
97 years and 1 month old and was brought to Old Tishomingo 
County by his parents in the early forties. He grew to manhood, 
went to Arkansas for a short time and came back home and 
joined the Confederate Army and saw hard service in the 
campaigns in Virginia. He fought in the great Battle of Gettys- 
burg, where he was wounded in the shoulder. (Narrator’s cor- 
rection: It was his arm.) After partially recovermg from the 
effects of the wound, he was given guard duty and remained 
with his command until the surrender. He came home and went 
to Arkansas again, where he remained a short while. In 1869 
he was married to Miss Martha A. Gresham, a sister of the 
late James F. Gresham, and settled south of Burtons where he 
continued to live the rest of his life. His wife passed away many 
years ago and from then he lived with his children, until they 
all passed on. Since the death of his last son in 1918, he made 
his home with his grandchildren and was tenderly cared for. 

He was an outstanding citizen, who always stood for the 
higher and better things of life. He was a splendid writer and 
wrote many articles for the local papers. For many years he 
taught in the public schools of the county. After he had passed 
his three score and ten, he united with the Primitive Baptist 
Church and was baptized by Elder E. W. Shackelford. He was 
a brave soldier; he was a brave citizen. 

The funeral services were held at McKeys Creek Church 
Sunday afternoon and a large crowd came to pay their respects 
to one they had loved so long. Elder E. W. Shackelford had 
charge of the services and paid a high tribute to the deceased; 
he told of how he had been associated with him; how that he 
had gone to school to him; how that he had been his pastor and 
had administered the ordinance of baptism to him. 

Elder J. E. Shackelford spoke of his lifelong friendship 
with Mr. Akers. How that he first saw him 75 years or more 
ago as he worked on the elder Shackelford’s farm; how that he 
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had gone to the Civil War; how that he had gone to school to 
him after the war and had known and loved him all these years. 
A special feature of the service was a written request from 
the deceased that these services be regarded as a jomt memorial 
to the deceased wife and their five children, as well as himself. 
To the faithful daughter-in-law and grandchildren much sym- 
pathy has been extended in the going of their loved one.

HEIGHTS ACADEMY CLOSED FOR FIVE YEARS, BUT 
‘PROFS’ WIDOW KEEPS UP WITH BOYS . 
By W. G. Barner

BLUE MOUNTAIN.—It was the day before Easter, a 
little more than seven years ago, that the old bell in the 
Heights rang for the last time. 

The Heights—Mississippi Heights Academy—had_ been 
closed nearly five years. It had at one time been one of the 
South’s leading private schools. In its hey-day it had attracted 
boys from all parts of the nation and from foreign countries. 

And now the man who had helped establish the school 
and who had been its sole superintendent and chief guiding 
light was dead. Professor J. EK. Brown was buried that day 
before Easter in 1947. 

Every morning for the 38 years of Mississippi Heights, 
Professor Brown personally had rung the tower bell for classes. 
And when he died it rang for the last time. 

As the funeral procession of the veteran schoolmaster. 
moved slowly away from his home the old Heights bell tolled 
a final goodbye; its ring followed the procession all the way 
down the hill. Then the bellrope was tied, never to be pulled 
again, 

Professor Brown’s widow still lives in the big white house 
next to the Heights; she maintains a close contact with the 
boys who once attended school here and with the alumni as- 
sociation they have since formed. 

Vines cover many of the walls and creep in where window 
panes are missing; many of the doors sag and a portion of the 
auditorium ceiling has broken loose at the back. 

Nevertheless, the better days of the Heights and the boys 
who were in school are still bright in Mrs. Brown’s memory. 
“The boys” or “our boys” she remembers them. 

Heights boys marched to church every Sunday and dated 
the Blue Mountain College girls on Monday and Saturday | 
nights. The Browns often entertained for them, and the school 
had the first radio in Blue Mountain. 

The boys took part in a well-rounded athletic program 
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that included the major sports and boxing, wrestling, tennis, 
and track. 

They were the town’s only fire department and fought 
local fires with their well-organized bucket brigades. 

They liked her husband, Mrs. Brown recalls, and they 
looked up to him, for he was the type who appealed to boys. 

Ile could be as stern as the situation required, but on the 
other hand he could “be one of the boys.” He might give them 
a stern lecture Just as easily as he might get down on his knees 
with them for a game of marbles. He owned the same marble 
G3 years. 

They joked with the professor, kidded him, and always 
called hin “prot.” THis bright brown eyes and his white hair 
were his most notable characteristics, and though he was short 
of stature the boys remember that he was always master of 
the situation. 

“Te believed in individual attention for his boys,” Mrs. 
Brown remembers, “and he attempted to bring out the best 
in them. His motto—What a boy needs most in life is some- 
one to make him do his best’—was printed in every Heights 
catalog.” 

The Heights boys lived in private homes with at least one 
instructor assigned to each home. Almost all the Brown family 
taught classes—the professor, Mrs. Brown, and their daughters 
who are now Mrs. Natalie B. Watson and Mrs. H. R. Malott. 

Mississippi Heights was opened with about 70 students on 
Sept. 8, 1904. It was chartered by Blue Mountain businessmen 
as a private institution. 

The school took students of grades six through 12 and for 
two years of college. Its fame in handling boys became nation- 
ally known, and at its peak in the 1930’s its enrollment was 
past the 200 mark. 

Competition steadily increased for the Heights. The pub- 
lie high schools increased in number from 80 to 800. When 
Professor Brown suffered a stroke in 1942 it was decided to 
discontinue the school after the summer session. 

The professor's daughter, Mrs. Watson, remembers the 
last session. “We held a final assembly, tolled the bell once, and 
closed the school.” 

Most of the items of historical interest went to the state 
Capitol building museum, but Mrs. Brown herself still keeps 
many of the old records. Pictures of her students still hold 
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prominent spots in her home, and a newly-tinted picture of 
“Prof” stands on a hall table. |

Gresham. The elder Gresham was the owner of the mills at the. 
head of Mackey’s Creek more than half a century ago; after his 
death the site was purchased by Mr. Nelson upon which a cot- 
ton factory was established and in successful operation when 
burned a few years ago.” This book was copyrighted in 1891.

Regiment. Arthur Reynolds was colonel of the regiment. After 
Captain Gresham became the regimental quartermaster, W. A. 
H. Shackelford became captain of the company. 

The following is taken from Corinth (Miss.) Herald, His- 
torical Edition, dated December 15, 1903, “History of Old 
Tishomingo County. 


J. F. GRESHAM 

alr. James Files Gresham was a native of Alabama, having 
been Lorn in the northern portion of that state in 1820 and at 
the age of eighteen moved to old Tishomingo County, Mis- 
sissippl. In the early 40’s Mr. Gresham and his father, Mr. 
George Gresham, erected a saw and grist mill at Bay Springs, 
on Mackey’s Creek, some twenty-six miles south of the present 
town of Tuka. This mill bemg the only one in that portion of 
the county equipped for the manufacture of flour, the pioneers 
hauled their wheat there for quite a distance; while the saw 
mill supphed the neighborhood with lumber, and also sawed 
a large portion of the material used in the construction of the 
large factory and other buildings erected later. In 1850 Mr. 
Gresham organized the Bay Springs Union Factory Company, 
there being associated with him Messrs. John Briggs and John 
Robertson. The company was incorporated in February, 1852. 
When first organized, the company erected a factory for the 
manufacture of cotton yarns, commencing with 360 spindles 
and increasing the number to 744, the original saw and grist 
mill being torn down to provide a suitable location for the 
new structure. 

After incorporation the company added a set of wool cards

A little below the factory were erected a grist 
mill, with two sets of stones, and a cotton gin; also a black- 
smith shop, general store and postoffice. A dam 11 feet high 
across Mackey’s Creek, and a- breast wheel twelve feet in 
diameter furnished an abundance of power for the large amount 
of machinery. This immense buSiness was under the immediate 
management of Mr. Gresham and the great success achieved 
by the company was owing to his superior business capacity and 
untiring efforts. Shortly before the beginning of the war, Mr. 
Gresham disposed of his interest in the Bay Springs property, 
and when the first call for troops was made, organized a com- 
pany known as the Cape Horn Grays, of which he was elected 
captain. The company was mustered into the 26th Mississippi 
Regiment of Infantry and Mr. Gresham was elected regimental 
quartermaster. He was on sick leave when the regiment sur- 
rendered at Fort Donelson; was at the battle of Baker’s Creek, 
and in the siege of Vicksburg, being paroled when the city 
was surrendered. After the war Mr. Gresham served one term 
as sheriff of Tishomingo County, and during the remainder of 
his life was engaged in merchandising in Booneville, and in the 
saw mill business near that place. Mr. Gresham was the pioneer 
manufacturer of North Mississippi, an honest and worthy citi- 
zen, and hundreds of the men of Alcorn, Prentiss and Tisho- 
mingo counties today hold his memory in the highest respect.”

THE SMITH FAMILY 


In 1840 three brothers and their sister left Pike County, 
Georgia and settled in Tishomingo County (now Prentiss), 
Mississippi about 12 miles east of Booneville near New Hope 
Baptist Church, which is on Highway No. 30. We know noth- 
ing about the parents of these brothers and their sister, only 
their names and what they did after going to Tishomingo Coun- 
ty. They were Henry, Vinson, and Joseph Smith, and their 
sister, Sarah. 

Vinson Smith married and reared a large family. There have 
been many descendants from this branch of the family. Some 
who have been very prominent in the professional world. Jo- 
seph Smith died unmarried. Erwin Searcy married Sarah Smith 
and they had one boy, William (called Bill). Bill Searcy was a 
Confederate soldier in Company EK, 42nd. Mississippi Regiment, 
Joe Davis’s Brigade, Heth’s Division, A. P. Hill’s Corps, 
Army of Northern Virginia. He was wounded July 3, 1863, in 
Battle of Gettysburg. After the war he returned to Mississippi 
and reared a family. He has many descendants there now. 

This compilation is chiefly for the purpose of recording the 
descendants of Henry Smith. However, we will jot down two 
notes which may have some connection with the family, and 
they may be of interest to someone who may wish to pursue 
the matter further. 

From Landmarks, Memorials and Legends, by Knight, we 
find that H. G. Johnson was one of the original settlers of Pike 
County, Georgia. And also, Isaac Smith, a minister of the 
gospel and a soldier in the first war for independence, was an 
early settler in Monroe County, Ga. (Pike County was formed 
from Monroe in 1822).

Finally, 
he compromised on one canal and paid a lump sum, rather 
than have a bond issue paid by taxation. He was a member of 
New: Hope Primitive Baptist Church, Highway 30, east of 
Booneville, Miss.

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THE RIDDLE FAMILY 


1, CHARLES RIDDLE 


From records in an old family Bible, we find that Charles 
Riddle, who went from Carolina to McNairy County, Tennes- 
see and then to Tishomingo County, Mississippi, was the son of 
Thomas Riddle. The Census of 1790 shows six families of Rid- 
dles in Chatham County, North Carolina as follows: Cato Rid- 
dle, 1 male over 16, 2 males under 16, and 3 temales; Jalus 
Riddle, 1-1-3; John Riddle, 1-2-4, others 3; Richard Riddle, 1- 
2-3: Thomas Riddle, 1-2-6, 1 slave; William Riddle, 1-2-3, 3 
slaves. We believe this Thomas Riddle to be the antecedent of 
the Riddle family of Tishomingo County, Miss. 

William Riddle was a commissioner of the town of Pittsboro 
(Pittsborough at first), Chatham County, North Carolina, 
January 6, 1787. John Riddle was a private in N. C. militia and 
was a pensioner, 84 years old, March 4, 1831. James Riddle 
was a private in Dixon’s Company, 10th. N. C. Reg’t., Col. 
Abraham Shepard. His service was from May 15, 1781 to May 
21, 1782. 

Charles Riddle, b. July 10, 1782, son of Thomas Riddle, m. 
Milbrey Harmon, b. Jan. 8, 1785, dau. of Hezekiah Harmon. 
He settled on what is now called Riddle Creek near Mackey’s 
Creek Church. This is 15 miles east of Booneville, Miss., and 
5 miles west of Tishomingo, Miss. He, with his sons’ and daugh- 
ter’s families, went there in the spring of 1835. 

We can not connect the following with Milbrey Harmon, but 
we give it as a possible family connection. Henry Harmon was 
allowed ten pounds for a scalp which he had taken in N. C. 
Henry Harmon was on Committee of Safety for Rowan County, 
N. C., Sept. 23, 1774. North Carolina Pensioners (reported 
1835) included John Harmon. Zachariah Harmon was made 
one of trustees for designing, building, and carrying on the 
town of Pittsborough, Chatham County, N. C. by Act of Dec. 
29, 1785.
